A machine gun on the third floor 
of the administration building and 
on the chapel, a short distance from 
the fugitives’ fort, swept the im­ 
provised fortress until a fusillade 
of 1,600 rounds was exhauster. The 
three desperadoes were reported to 
have fired twelve shots in return. 
Guardsmen with rifles and guards 
with shot guns w'ere also stationed 
at vantage points. Some time before 
noon, at a signal from Captain Allen 
Radford, commander of the troops, 
the barrage began. Under its cover, 
three soldiers advanced behind has­ 
tily constructed iron shields, and at­ 
tempted to fill the place with gas. 
Some of it was released on the low­ 
er floor but it flared back, apparent­ 
ly due to a gust of wind, and almost 
overcome the leader who was forced 
to flee and abandon the attempt. The 
machine, rifle and shotgun fire con­ 
tinued steadily for 20 minutes.

Cleaning Rusty Crosscut 
Saws 


An excellent method of donning and 
polishing an old rusty crosscut saw is as 
follows: 
Drill a vertical hole in the 
center of a small stump, and also saw' a 
cut across it, passing through the hole; 
the depth of this cut should equal the 
width of the saw, minus the teeth. 
Invert the saw* in the cut, allow ing the 
teeth to project above the surface of 
the stump. Fill the hole around the 
saw with fine sand and moisten with a 
Little water. By working the saw as if 
sawing, it will quickly tie scoured as 
clean and bright as when new.
